Kuczawskl as a Polish spy . The issue carried a picture of Kuczawski 
on the cover and an article and photograph on Pages 8 through 11. 

The article is basically an interview with KonstJU^ Editor 

of "Free Poland", a weekly Polish newspaper , which opposes "the Com- 

munist domination in Poland. Ilanff, on Page 8, stated Mr. Kuczawski 
is Chief of Intelligence of the Polish SB MSW (Security Service Min- 
istry for Internal Affairs) .
